Expulsion of Russia From 
League Is Expect­ 
ed Soon

The 24-hour 
deadline for a reply to the League 
of Nations' offer to 
mediate 
the 
Russian-Finnish war passed today 
Without a reply from the Soviet 
union. 
Tiie deadline was 6 p. m. » noon 
EST» , but officials said considera­ 
tion still would be given a reply if 
it were received later 
Nevertheless at 6 p 
m 
the 13- 
nation league committee consider­ 
ing Finland's appeal for aid began 
drafting a report to the league a s­ 
sembly which would condemn Rus­ 
sia as an aggressor. 
Indications pointed to 
adoption 
of such a resolution by a large m a ­ 
jority either tonight or tomorrow. 
Argentina then plans to present a 
proposal for expelling Russia from 
the league. 
It was deemed likely this pro­ 
posal also would go through. 
Would Sever Relations 
Russian sources indicated that if 
this happened 'Russia w’ould break 
off relations with both Britain and 
Fia nce, unless those nations beat 
them to the draw 
Reports circulated in League of 
Nations circles today tha t France 
would 
break 
diplomatic 
relations 
with Russia and close the Soviet 
embassy in Paris if the league ex­ 
pels Russia in condemnation of her 
. invasion of Finland. 
The move

expulsion, 
first 
launched by Latin American mem­ 
bers. was gaining ground us the 
Finns, who heretofore 
have 
de- 
i clined to state their views concern- 
i ing it, swung their support behind 
! it. 
French sources called the Rus- 
; sian embassy in Paris “ the center 
of a web" of underground French 
Communist activity. 
They reported tha t Premier Da- 
ladier, whose government has out­ 
lawed the Communist 
party 
in 
France, 
was determined 
to close 
the embassy and 
would use the 
league ouster as a n opportunity to 
act. 
Help Fo r F in lan d 
Promises 
of munition were back­ 
ed up by the pledge 
of 
nitrate, 
wheat and beef from Latin Amer­ 
ican countries, which displayed a 
United frqnt to declare Russia an 
aggressor and oust, her from the 
league should the mediation offer 
be rejected. 
A league committee on Hit? Rus- 
slan-FTnnish issue headed by J ose 
Caero Da Matta. Portuguese dele­

China alone appeared to observ­ 
ers to be the stumbling block to 
the Latin American „ 'roup's avowed 
intention of ousting Russia from 
league membership, which requires 
a unanimous vote. 
Russian

placed considerable hope on a neg­ 
ative vote by China 
Since the Chinese have depend- 
i ed upon Russia as a source of sup­ 
plies In the Chinese-J apanese war, 
it was considered possible the Al­ 
lies m ight offer material aid 
to 
China in return for support. 
A four-point program 
sent 
to 
Moscow proposed tha t Finland and 
Russia suspend hostilities and be­ 
gin peace negotiations under league 
sponsorship. 
It said Finland im­ 
mediately accepted league m edia­ 
tion, and that the

Jr., was called a few minutes 
belore Fairbanks died at I a. rn., 
but had not reached the house.

He was seen oc­ 
casionally at Hollywood functions 
and only last Saturday, in the best 
of spirits, attended a football game. 
Ordered To Bed 
He did not complain of illness 
until Monday morning, but even 
when he suffered a slight heart at­ 
tack in the afternoon physicians 
did not consider his condition ser­ 
ious. They ordered him to bed for 
an indefinite rest.

Trade 
agreements, blockades, black lists, war taxes—these 
are as important as guns, planes, battleships and 
tanks

CHAIN OF EVENTS 


FREI IMINARY TO WAR 
H. R Knickerbocker, who has spent 16 years in 
Europe as a correspondent, is latest to take a pessi­ 
mistic view of the continent's future. As reported In 
the New York Times, it is his view that the real 
war will riot start till Russian troops swarm over 
Germany. 
Then there will ensue a conflict of in­ 
definite duration against such an Asiatic invasion. 
"There may be little truces for a while, of course, 
but no real peace."

must be resisted because it offers nothing but futility 
and leaves no opening for the possibility that nihilism, 
the apparent aim of both Stalinism and Hitlerism, 
can be put down before it plunges Europe into perma­ 
nent ruin.
